Fresh Progress Thursday 
on West Side of Somme 
Brings French Troops Vir- 
tually to Bank of Stream. 


TEUTONS AND RUSSIANS 
IN VIOLENT BATTLES 


Rumanians Are Forcing 
Teuton Invaders Back 
From Border—No Change 
in Situation in Macedonia. 


New York, October 19.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press European Cable.)—Grad- 
ually the French are drawing their 
front closer to the town of Peronne, 
on the castern bank of the Somme river 
in France. After Wednesday’s ad- 
vance along a mile _ front between 
Biaches and La Maisonnette, on the 
west side of the river, an attack 
launched Thursday was rewarded with 
further gains, which virtually brings 
them to the bank of the stream, 

To the north and east of Sailly- 
Saillisel, where the French have ad- 
vanced their line in the last few days 
at what the Berlin war office asserts 
was a cost in casualties not commen- 

with the gain, the Germans 
made a violent counter attack, 
which was repulsed by the French. 

Berlin admits that in their attacks 
on the Sars-Morval front the British 
captured German positions, but says 
these later were retaken. Heavy rain's 
fell Thursday on the British front and, 
except for a slight gain by the Brit- 
ish at Butte de Warlencourt and the 
repulse of a German counter attack, 
there comparative quiet prevails. 


NO DECISIVE RESULT 
ON EASTERN FRONT. 


As yet no decisive result has been 
achieved by either the Austro-Ger-~- 
mans or the Russians in the violent 
fighting that has been going on for 
several days in Volhynia and Galicia. 
The Petrograd war office says that 
near Kiselin and Sviniusky, in Volhy- 
nia, violent attacks by the Teutonic 
allies were repulsed, while Berlin re- 
cords the capture of Russian trenches 
on the west bank of the Stokhod and 
the repulse with heavy casualties of 
Russian attacks near Bubnow. 

South of Zborow in Galicia several 
enterprises have been carried out suc- 
cessfully by the Austrians, while at 
other points Russian attacks were put 
down. 


TEUTONS RETIRING, 
RUMAMANS CLAIM. 


Having held the Teutonic allies in 
the mountain passes on the Transyl- 
vania-Kkumania border for several days, 
the Rumanians have taken the offen- 
sive at variou's points and now are 
declared to be pushing back their ad- 
versaries, which are leaving prisoners 
and guns in the hands of the Ru- 
manians. Berlin, however, controverts 
this statement by the assertion that 
the Autstro-Germans are engaged in 
successful fighting in the mountain 
passes. 

Generally speaking, there is no 
change in the situation in Macedonia, 
although both the entente and Teu- 
tonic allies make claim to minor suc- 
cesses on variou’ss sectors. The Bul- 
garians in the vicinity of Monastir are 
bringing up reinforcements and a large 
number of trench mortars. 

Except on Mount Pasubio, in the 
Trentino region, where the Austrians 
in violent attacks recaptured positions 
taken Tuesday by the Italian's, only 
.to be driven out again, artillery duels 
are taking place in the Austro-Italian 
theater. 


FRENCH FORCES 
WIN MORE GROUND 
SOUTH OF SOMME 


Paris, October 19.— the fighting 
south of the River Somme in France, 
the French troops have made fresh 
progress between Biaches and La 
Maisonette, near Peronne, according to 
the French official communication is- 
sued tonight. North of the Somme a 
German attack on the French lines 
north and east of Sailly-Saillisel was 
repulsed.

“North of the Somme our troops or- 
ganized during the night the village 
of Sailly-saillisel and consolidated the 
conquered positions around this place.

Torn From Hands 


Members of National Wom- 
an’s Party Knocked Down 
and Roughly Handled by 
the Crowd Before Chicago 
Auditorium. 


Chicago, October 19.—An attempted 
“silent demonstration” today by mem- 
bers of the National Woman’s Party 
in front of the auditorium, where 
President Wilson spoke, developed into 
a near riot in which the banners op- 
posing Wilson were torn from the 
demonstrators and trampled and the 
women were roughly handled. Presi- 
dent Wilson was seated in an auto- 
mobile a few hundred feet away when 
the demonstration started, but passed 
into the building and was not a wit- 
ness to the scene that followed. 

Shouting “shame,” “disgrace” and 
‘get the banners,” a crowd of several 
hundred, sprinkled with women, charg- 
ed the banner holders. . Umbrellas and 
canes were u'sed in the destruction of 
the placards. Many of the women were 
knocked down and nearly all were 
roughly handled, especially those who 
strove to retain their banners. : 

The excitement continued until all 
the banners had been seized. With dis- 
heveled hair and soiled and torn cloth- 
ing the women marched back to their 
headquarters under police guard. 

Charges Against Police. 


Charges that the police sympathized 
with the rioters and failed to protect 
the demonstrators were made by Mrs. 
Josephine Pearce and Mrs, E. L. Mat- 
| tice, officials of the local Woman's 
; Republican clubs. 

“There were all kinds of policemen 
standing about, merely looking on, not 
‘moving a hand,’ said Mrs. Pearce. 
‘“Some of them didn’t seem to want to 
‘help us. I saw policemen deliberately 
stand nearby and laugh at us while 
we were being beaten and the ban- 
jners torn from our hands. 

“We were merely standing quiet, 
holding oar banners and not harming 
anyone, Suddenly there was a regu- 
Jar riot. They grabbed our banners, 
trampled on them and knocked us 
down. It was terrible.” 

Negro waiters employed at the Press 
club utilized the presence of President 
Wilson at lunch there to gain for 
themselves a raise in wages. Just be- 
fore the president was due to arrive, 
thirty special wuiters who were to 
serve the luncheon put on their coats 
preparatory to walking out. They had 
not asked for more pay, but when 
stopped by the steward told him they 
had decided they must have a fifty 
per cent increase on the contract price 
before they would begin their duties. 
The increase was greiuted. 

Incident Is Denounced. 

Members of the Congressional Union 
compared the scene at the demonstra- 
tion with the suffrage parade in Wash- 
ington the day before president Wilson 
was inaugurated. “The disgraceful at- 
tack upon the suffrage demonstration is 
similar to the attack by mobs upon the 
great suffrage parade. Mr. Wilson is 
unfortunate that he runs the risk of 
going out of office to the same tune 
by which he entered,” said Mrs. A. R. 
Colvin, Minnesota state chairman of the 
Congressional Union. 

Miss Alice Paul, national chairman of 
the Congressional Union, characterized 
it as an attack by democrats. “The 
violent attack by democrats upon the 
demonstration shows’ the seriousness 
with which they take our campaign,” 
she said. “Evidently they feel keenly 
the weakness of President Wilson’s 
suffrage position when they resort to 
such violence to prevent ais hostili- 
ty to national woman suffrage being 
revealed to the people of Chicago.” 


WOMEN TESTING 
NEW EXPEDIENT 
TO OBTAIN VOTE 


Boston, (ctober 19.—A new expedi- 
ent aimed at obtaining the right of suf- 
frage for women is being tested in this 
state. Women who have voted in 
states that have extended the suffrage 
to them have made formal demands in 
various cities of Massachusetts where 
they now are resident, that they be 
registered as legal voters. The claim 
is advanced that having qualified as a 
legal voter in one state, a woman who 
moves to another state has the right to 
vote in the place of her new residence. 

In support of this claim the women 
point to sections of the federal consti- 
tution which are alleged to cover the 
situation. “Fuil faith and credit shall 
be given in each state to the public 
acts, records and judicial proceedings 
of every other state (article 4, section 
1), and the citizens of each state shall 
be entitled to all the privileges and im- 
munities of citizens in the _ several 
states.” Article 4, section 2, are the

Predicts Renaissance 
Sense of Patriotic Respon- 
sibility in Address Before 
Chicago Press Club.

WOMEN GIVE PRESIDENT 
STORM OF APPLAUSE 


of 


Urges More Participation 
of Women in Nation’s Af- 
fairs and Declares for a 
United America. 


———— 


Chicago, October 19.—President Wil- 
son came here today to explain his 
view on problems facing the nation. 
Arriving in Chicago after 
hands with crowds in Indiana, he de- 
livere@ three speeches, participated in 
several street demonstrations and went 
over his western campaign plans with 
his managers at headquarters here. 

In a speech before the Chicago Press 
club the president predicted the be- 
ginning of “a renaissance of the sense 
of patriotic responsibility” and urged 
the development of progressiveness. 
Speaking ‘before a gathering of women 
later, he urged more participation of 
women in the affairs of the nation; 
and at a meeting tonight of new citi- 
zens he declared for a united America. 

At his every appearance the presi- 
dent was cheered by throngs whictn 
packed the streets and filled to capac- 
ity the halls in which he ‘spoke. He 
stood constantly in his automobile 
while passing through the crowds and 
smilingly waved his hat. 

Women’s Banners Torn, 

The only incident not on the sched- 
ule was the appearance of women 
wearing the colors of the Congressional 
Union for Woman Suffrage and carry- 
ing banners with legends like ‘‘Women 
Voters—Vote Against Wilson. He Op- 
poses National Woman Suffrage.” The 
president smiled when he saw them. 
Late this afternoon a crowc of Wilson 
cheerers turned on the women and tore 
up some of the banners. 

Mrs. Wilson accompanied the presi- 
dent and drew almost as much ap- 
plause. 

Between his speech to the women and 
his night address the president went 
to the western democratic campaign 
headquarters and for the first time wit- 
nessed the details of the machinery 
used in an effort to. re-elect him. Sen- 
ator Walsh, chairman, told him that 
“a decided swing had set in in the west 
for the democratic ticket.” 

At the meeting of women the presi- 
dent was introduced by Mrs. Ella Flagg 
Young, former superintendent of Chi- 
cago’s schools, who declared he had 
kept the United States honorably at 
peace. Miss Jane Addams, who recently 
came out for him, occupied a seat in a 
box. The hall, witha capacity of 4,200, 
was filled and many women stood. 

Message to Women. 

The president defined his message 
to the women as follows: 

“Society is now organizing its 
whole power ia order that it may un- 
derstand itself, in order that it may 
have a new organization and instru- 
ment of civilization; and I am ambi- 
tious that America should show the 
way in this great enterprise.” He did 
not touch on votes for women. 

The president declared that some of 
the difficulties in the foreign relation- 
ships of the United States have been 
due to the fact that other nations 
have not realized that this nation was 
disinterested. “When the nations of 
the world come to love America,” 
he said, “they will obey and follow 
America.” 

His speech follows in part: 

“There never was a time when it 
was more necessary for the nations of 
the world to exercise self-possession, 
to acquire self-knowledge, to determine 
their direction and purpose and to re- 
late themselves to the general work of 
establishing justice among mankind. 
I think that every one of us as Amer- 
icans would ‘be ashamed if America 
did not know exactly what she was 
about and by what means and instru- 
mentalities she was going to act. I 
therefore thought that you would in- 
dulge me this afternoon if { tried to 
point out what seemed to me the lead- 
ing peculiarities of the task that lies 
before me. 

“You can best illustrate it by the 
relations between employers and em- 
ployees. Justice can no longer be cold. 
It is beginning to have warmth and 
Sympathy and emetion in it. And all 
the problems of society are changing 
under our very eyes and there is com- 
ing the time, unless I am very much 
mistaken, when this same quality of 
Sympathy and mercy will come into the 
hitherto cold and untouched field, when 
nations shall agree with nations that 
the rights of humanity are greater than 
the rights of sovereignty. 

Law and tke Employer. 

“Therefore, modern society has a new 
set of problems to meet. It has to say 
if the employer wilh not voluntarily 
establish the proper conditions of labor 
the law must oblige him to establish 
the proper conditions of labor. If he 
will not voluntarily be human and fair, 
he must be obliged to De human and 
fair.” 

Tne president made complimentary 
reference to the big manufacturing 
company which recently voluntarily es-

tablished an eight-hour day without re- 
aucing pay and continued: 

“The spirit of the thing is even bet- 
ter than the thing itself. It is the rec- 
ognition of their partnership as human 
spirits with the men who are doing their 
work. 

“I am happy to say that. . all over

Family of John F. Delay 
Say He Has Been Guyed a 
Good Deal for Using Street 
Car to Reach Home. 


Brooding over e street car strixe 
led John F. ite ie engineer on the 
Western and Atlantic railroad, to shoot 
himself with suicidal mtent at his 
home at Gilmer Station, near Smyrna, 
yesterday morning at 11:30 o’clock. In 
spite of the efforts of three physicians, 
Drs. J. M. Campbell and W. G. Pace, of 
Smyrna, and Dr. J. M. Brawner, of At- 
lanta, he died from the effects of the 
wound at 6:30 o'clock last night. 

Mr. Delay was a member of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers. 
After bringing in his train he had 
been in the habit of boarding a Ma- 
rietta street car in order to reach his 
home in Cobb county, that being the 
only available way for him to get 
home. Since the strike, members of 
his family say he had been guyed a 
great deal for riding on the street 
cars. 

Ife was told that he ought to find 
some other means of transportation, 
take a “jitney” bus part of the way 
and walk the rest, or hire a taxicab. 
This is said to have preyed upon his 
ming to such an extent that he locked 
himself in a room of his’ house 
and fired the shot which terminated 
his life. 

Mr. Delay is survived only by his 
widow, having left no children. He 
was a Mason, a Shriner and a member 
of the Baptist church. He was high- 
ly respected in his community. 


TRUSTEES FORCED 
10 RETURN INSANE 


Big Increase in Food Costs 
Makes It Necessary to 
Send Home All But Dan- 


gerous Patients. 


Milledgeville, Ga., October 19.—How 
to feed the 4,200 patients in the state 
hospital for the insane here and keep 
within the state’s allowance was one 
of the big problems ‘before the trus- 
ees of that institution at their meet- 
ing here today. 

The trustees found that the grocery 
bill for the state hospital for the insane 
is 75 percent greater this year than a 
year ago, principally due to the increas- 
ed cost of food products and partially 
due to an increase in patients. 

The trustees decided to clear the hos- 
pital as quickly as possible of all pa- 
tients who are not considered danger- 
ous to society, either placing these pa- 
tients with friends of the unfortunates 
or turning them back to the counties 
from which they came. The weeding 
out process is to begin at once. 

Old officers were re-elected by the 
trustees. Dr. Goldberger, who is con- 
ducting a pellagra experiment for the 
government, is to continue the work 
in the hospital. Dr. R. H. Hutchings, 
superintendent of the New York Hos- 
pital for the Insane, at Orangeburg, 
N. Y., who is gathering data for the 
zovernment, has been here a month. He 
addressed the trustees and compliment- 
ed them upon the manner in which the 
hospital is operated, but deplored the 
over-crowded conditions.

T ake “‘Impregnable’’ Position 


With the French Army near Comblhes, 
via Chantilly, October 19.—(From a 
Staff Correspondent of the Associated 
Press.)—-Fifteen minutes of infantry 
fighting proved sufficient for the 
French army to cantiire the strong po- 
sition of Svnrilly-Saillisel from the Ger- 
mans and to give the entente allies 
command of five miles of the Bapaume 
road. 

The allies’ air mastery deprived the 
Germans of their eyes, consequently 
the German artillery fire was ineffect- 
ive. 

The Associated Press cerrespondent 
watched the fight from beginning to 
end from Pe. hillock near Combles. The 
fire from the British and French guns 
had contirued for a long time. The 
infantry officers had synchronized 
their watches and were ordered to de- 
liver the actack exactly at 11:45 o'clock. 

' Airmen FRepert Victory. 

The morrent arrived: the range of the 
artillery which had been battering 
Sailly-Saillisel was increased a few 
hundred yards; the infantrymen’s heads 
appeared cver the parapets; then in 
dashes the men cevered the short open 
space, throwing grenades, and within a 
quarter of an fFeur rockets sent up 
showed the airmen observing from the 
clouds tha the position had been won.

Called Position Impregnable. 

The Germans had announced that 
Sailly-Saillisel was impregnable in an 
order to the troons, and its rapid cap- 
turg therefore, came as somewhat of a 
Surprise to the allied commanders. One 
Bavarian end twe Prussian divisions 
participated in the defense, showing 
the importance of the attack on the 
position. Despite this the French ad- 
vanced even further, occupying also 
the shoulders of t-vo hills to the north- 
east and northwest of the village, giv- 
ing them virtual control of any counter 
attack fron ths strongly organized 
German position at Saillisel. :

AND CAR’ RIDDLED 
IN NIGHT ASSAULT 


About Forty Masked Men 
Took Part in Attack on 
English Avenue, Accord- 
ing to Power Company 
Employees. 


OVER 100 SHOTS FIRED, | 
DECLARE TROLLEY MEN 


Company Officials Say 
They Knew of Attack, 
Warned Police, and Offi- 
cers Failed to Give Proper 
Protection. 


Alex Walker, motorman on an oute 
going English avenue street car, was 
wounded in the right leg and in the 
left hand, and the car was riddled with 
shots last night at 8:25 o’clock near 
the corner of English avenue and Bell- 
wood avenue. The attack on the car wags 
made by a party of some forty masked 
men, according to employees and spe- 
cial deputies of the Georgia Railway 
and Power company. Walker was sent 
to the Atlanta hospital for treatment, 
where it was reported that his condi- 
tion was not serious. 

It was stated by trolley men that 
over one hundred shots were fired dur- 
ing the fight. Every window in the 


}street car was broken, and fifty bul- 


were picked up inside the car, 
No arrests were made, the assailants 
retreating under cover of darkness, 
after the motorman had been shot, and 
before officers arrived on the scene. 

For some time a. pitched battle was 
waged. No passengers were on the 
car, which was loaded with speciai 
deputies, as the car company had been 
warned of the threatened attack. 

The deputies hid them'selves behind 
telephone poles and the other side of 
the street car, and returned the fire 
of the attackers. 

Hidden, Behind Bushes. 

Those making the assault were hid- 
den behind bushes in the English Ave- 
nue school yard. 

Motorman Walker had ‘stopped his 
car to allow Special Deputy Morgan 
to remove a plank from across the 
track. The deputy flashed his- light 
into the school yard, and says he saw 
a large number of men wearing red 
and white masks. 

“Drop your guns, I shouted to them,” 
said Deputy Morgan, 

“Hold up your hands,” they ‘shouted 
back. 

“I then jumped behind the other side 
of the car as I expected them to fire. 
They did so immediately, and I heard 
Mortorman Walker call to me that he 
had been shot. A second later he 
dropped into my arms. Deputy Yar- 
brough called an ambulance from a 
nearby telephone. 

“The shots kept up for several min- 
utes. I understand some of our men 
returned the shots, emptying their 
chambers into the darkness from whicb 
shots were being fired at us. 

“Our car was riddled with bullets. 
Over fifteen bullets hit the window 
sashes, splintering them, and about 50 
bullets were picked up inside the ear. 

“Conductor Griffin was not hit. 
When the ambushers learned they had 
shot Walker I heard them e¢all out 
that they ‘had shot the wrong man.’ 

“After emptying their guns they 
fled behind the English Avenue school 
house. 

Say Police Just Laughed. 

“The police were summoned, but did 
nothing. They laughed at us, telling 
us that ‘they thought it was a few 
dynamite caps that exploded on the 
tracks.’ They then went back to town.” 

A statement was given out by the 
street car company last night stating 
that they had requested the city po- 
lice to send a special guard into this 
neighborhood last night. 

“Our request was based on 
mation that this attack would 
place,” said an official.

(Via London, October 19.)—The war 
will last another year, according to 
the consensus of opinion among the 
British soldiers and their leaders. It 
is also the opinion of the Germans, if 
the views of prisoners count for any- 
thing. 

Before the grand offensive started 
high authority informed the corre- 
spondent of the Associated Press that 
the German line would not be broken 
this summer and that slow operations, 
wearing down the Germans, would be 
inaugurated and would probably last 
through another summer. With the 
approach of winter conditions which 
make military movement difficult 
this officer recalled his prediction, and 
speaxing of the situation today he 
said: 

“We know what the German _§re- 
sources were and what ours were and 
the time required to force a decisive 
victory for our arms in a matter of 
calculation.” 

German Tone Changes. 

German prisoners taken during the 
summer invariably spoke of peace be- 
ing a certainty in the autumn. They 
regarded the Somme thrust as a final 
effort of the allies for a decision and 
that after it peace would be made. 
Their tone has been entirely different 
of late. They recognize that it is a 
fight to a finish between the man 
power and resources of the two foes, 
and that an ultimate decision will 
come from the fearful attrition on the 
western front which now will know no 
intermission until the end. The Ger- 
mans are determined to make every 
village on the western front a fortress 
which will yield only when reduced 
by powder, by shell fire and every gul- 
ley and crater a machine gun post to 
secure their defensive against a criti- 
cal defeat. 

At a period when the weather is 
adverse to offensive operations else- 
where the Germans were apparently 
concentrating every possible man and 
gun against Rumania. The view of 
the British officers is that the Ger- 
mans hope to crush Rumania so that 
when they have to face a common al- 
lied offensive in the spring they may 
not have to defend the immense length 
of the Rumanian frontier in addition 
to what they have had to defend this 
summer, 

Morale Is Varied, : 

It is a universal remark among the 
British that never has the morale of 
the prisoners varied more than now. 
“You will notice that we are always 
taking prisoners and that the Ger- 
mans get very few of ours,” said a 
staff officer. 

“Though small parties of our men 
are bound to get into hazardous posi- 
tions in this kind of intricate opera- 
tions at close quarter they die rather 
than yield. This shows their morale 
and the temper of the situation. Some 
Germans have never fought better and 
some have never fought so badly as 
in the last few weeks. ‘Today, for ex- 
ample, twenty Germans. practically 
threw up their hands and walked into 
the British lines. But the soldiers who 
took them prisoner, or their command- 
er, had no illusion that these prison- 
ers typified the condition of the Ger- 
man army as a whole. There were 
other Germans who were ready to 
fight with that ferocity which expects 
no quarter.” 

However, all believe that the war 
has entered a stage where no compro- 
mise is to be expected and where vic- 
tory will go to the side with the abil- 
ity to stick the longest. 


BIG SMELTING PLANT 
DESTROYED BY FIRE 


Norfolk, Va., October 19.—Fire which 
originated in the sintering plant of the 
Virginia Smelting company at West 
Norfolk early this morning completely 
destroyed the sintering plant, all con- 
veyors and bins and more than half of 
the chloriding plant. Charles W. John- 
son, manager of the plant, and F. A, 
Eustis, of Boston, secretary and treas- 
urer of the company, who arrived -here 
yesterday, are unable at this time to 
estimate the loss and will not be until 
the insurance adjusters have completed 
their investigation. 

Ix is the opinion of the management 
of the company that the fire was cause] 
by defective wiring, and for a time 
threatened the Norfolk Smelting com- 
pany’s plant, which is a part of the 
Virginia concern. 

The Virginia Smelting company is 
extracting copper from pyritte cinder 
.by leaching and has recently been man- 
ufacturing liquid sulphur dioxide on 4 
commercial scale, something that no 
other plant in the country has ever 
done. Mr. Eustis said today that he 
did not know of any time that there 
was a bigger demand for copper or 
when it was more advantageous to have 
a copper plant in full operation. 

The greatest part of the working 
force will still be employed and when 
some equipment already on its way 
reaches here the entire force will be 
utilized, 


U-BOAT CAPT. HONORED 
FOR SINKING 126 SHIPS 


Berlin, October 18.—(Via MLondon, 
October 19.—(Delayed.)—The order of 
Pour Le Merite has ‘been awarded 
Lieutenant Commander Arnauld de la 
Perriere, commander of the submarine 
U-35 for his achievements in sinking 


126 vessels totaling 270,000 tons. 


Among the vessels destrcyed by the 
U-35 were one French and one Englisa 
small cruiser. While assigned to the 
Mediterranean Commander Perriere 
sank a number of loaded transports, 
munition supply ships and eleven armed 
merchantmen. He is credited with 
fighting seventeen battles and in one 
voyage destroyed 91,000 tons of ship- 
ping and eet home four cannon 
as prizes. The U-35 visited Cartagena, 
Spain, last month. 


The U-35 arrived in Cartagena on 
June 21. It was later officially an.- 
nounced at Berlin that the submarina 
carried an autograph letter from Em- 
peror William to King Alfonso of Spain 
and medical supplies for interned Ger- 
mans. News dispatches from Spain 
said that Commander de lie Perriere 
had stated while in that country that 
he had sunk 50 ships, including the 
French liner LaProvence.

MCALLIE ASKS DATA 
ON THE EARTHQUAKE 


Caused by Crystalline Rock 
Northeast of Atlanta Set- 
tling, Geologist Believes. 


The earthquake felt Wednesday aft- 
ernoon through this part of the south 
was caused, thinks Dr. W. S. McCallie, 
the state geologist, by crystalline rock 
northeast of Atlanta settling. Dr. Mc- 
Callie, who makes a particular study 
of seismic disturbances and who has 
compiled Georgia records on earth- 
quakes for a number of years, has is- 
sued the following earthquake notes: 

“Earthquake tremors were generally 
felt through the city Wednesday aft- 
ernoon, the intensity being sufficient 
to disturb furniture, rattle 
and swing chandeliers. 
Herrmann, of the weather bureau, 
noted two distinct shocks, the first oc- 
curring at 4 o’clock, 4 minutes and 5 


seconds, and the second at 4 o’clock, 5 |

minutes and 25 seconds. 
was apparently from north to south. 

“The cause of the disturbance was 
probably due to movements of the

NEGRO DIOCESES 
~ARE VOTED DOWN 


House of Bishops of Epis- 
copal Church Holds With 
Minority Report That 
Such Division Is Un-Chris- 
tian. 


St. Louis, October 19.—Proposals to 
divide the Protestant Episcopal church 


along racial lines were rejected today | 


by the house of bishops when it adopt- 
ed the minority report of the joint 
commission on racial episcopate. 

A majority report recommended an 
amendment to the church constitution 
providing that the house of bishops 
establish negro dioceses under the su- 
pervision of negro bishops, while the 
minority held that such a division is 
“both un-Christian and un-Catholic.” 

The house of deputies also adopted 
the minority report. 

Line by line the 612 clergymen and 
laymen composing the house of depu- 
ties of the general convention of the 
Protestant Episcopal church are going 
over their prayer books in an attempt 
to revise and enrich it to meet the de- 
mands for a greater freedom in the 


service, 

Discussion of the enrichment by the 
addition of new prayers was on the 
calendar today, the fourth day on which 
the house met as a committee of the 
Whole to ‘consider the report of the 
commission on the prayer book. The 
proposed changes are technical. Some 
deputies fear any scheme of revision 
might involve doctrinal changes. 

lt is expected. recommendations of 
the commission to correct mistrans- 
lations of Holy Scripture will be dis- 
cussed. One proposal is to change the 
word “damnation” in several collects 
to “condemnation.” 

Another step toward the simplifica- 
tion of church service was taken when 
appointment of a committee to draft a 
Simple manual of church service for 
use in parishes in which there are 
members of unlettered and foreign 
born persons was announced in tne 
house of deputies. 

The Rev. irving P. Johnson, of Fari- 
bault, Minn., was chosen chairman. 

The upper body has before it a pro- 
posal to prohibit remarriage in the 
church of divorced persons, which was 
rejected last week by the house of 
deputies. The Rev. Samuel Hart, 
secretary of the house of bishops, said 
that should the upper house approve 
the proposition it would again go be- 
fore the lower house: 

The joint commission on text-books 
of English and American history re- 
ported to the house of deputies today 
that it had conferred with authors and 
had achieved some success in its effort 
to induce them to eliminate the state- 
ment that the Church of England, the 
parent of the Protestant Episcopal 
church, was founded by Henry VIII. 
Some of these authors promised to 
eliminate this statement in book re- 
visions. 

Protestant Episcopal historians claim 
the Church of England traces back its 
Episcopacy to Apostolic times. 

Prayer and War. 

A proposal that a prayer for the 
army and navy be inserted in the prayer 
book aroused a spirited discussion in 
the house, of deputies. The commission 
on prayer book reported in favor of 
such a prayer, “for their support in 
time of battle.” 

Rev. John H. Melish, of Brooklyn, 
proposed a substitute asking “God, who 
has taught us to love our enemies and 
to do good to those that hate us, to 
bless our soldiers and sailors for their 
swift obedience and willingness to an- 
swer the call of duty, and to inspire 
them with a hatred of war.” 

The substitute also asked that “our 
young men may still rejoice to die for 
their country with thé valor of their 
fathers, but that our age be taught a 
nobler method of matching strength and 
a more effective method of giving our 
lives for the flag.” 

Both prayers were referred back to 
the commission for further report. In 
support of his resolution, Rev. Dr. Me- 
lish said: 

“If you put the prayer proposed by 
the commission before the youth of the 
country and make the suggestion that 
this prayer makes, you will bring to 
bear on the nation a catastrophe such 
as that which is overwhelming Eu- 
rope.” 

Rev. Dr. Leighton Parks, of New 
York, supported the prayer. He said: 
“A large number of your young men 
have turned away from the paths that 


ing we should give them a prayer.”

‘IT have said before, and I say again, 
that none of the things that most 
deeply distressed me in the recent 
conference of the heads of the rail- 
ways and their employees wa's to find 
that there was a profound mutual mis- 
understanding, distrust and hostility. 

“Something is wrong when the men 
who are working together at the same 
thing do not trust one another and 
that wrong thing rests, I am profound- 
ly convinced, upon ignorance; it rests 
upon not associating with each other 
in the kind of conference which will 
enable them to understand one an- 
other, 

“Politics, my friends. consists of 
something that you can almost ex- 
press in the formula ‘get together.’ 
Try to understand what the common 
task is, and all take part in it in 
the same_ spirit, because politics is 
nothing but a systematic attempt to 
keep the law adjusted to the real facts, 
keep the law behind the real hand- 
some, helpful, constructive forces of 
society and you cannot do that un- 
less you understand society. .. .

TOWN OF ANDALUSIA 
HARD HIT BY STORM 


Wednesday’s Disturbance Cost 
Four Deaths and Property 
Damage of $100,000. 


Mobile, Ala., October 19.—Reports 
late today from the hurricane swept 
section of southern Alabama increased 
the death toll in Wednesday’s storm 
from two to four and the property dam- 
age by upwards of $100,000. Andalu- 
sia, a small town near the Florida 
boundary line, appears to have been 
the chief sufferer, many buildings 
being unroofed and several residences 
blown down. There one person was 
killed and several others injured. 

The other death reported today was 
in Coffee county, where many houses 
were said to have been levelled and 
all wires in the county blown down. 
Several pers6éns were injured during 
the gale, the reports said. As reports 
from outlying districts which now are 
isolated because of wire prostrations 
come in the property loss probably 
will be increased, but it is certain that 
it will not. total anything like that 
caused by the hurricane of last July. . 

Further investigations in this city 
and Pen'sacola today revealed that first 
reports of the storm damage were ap- 
proximately correct, loss on shore 
being confined chiefly to unroofed 
buildings and broken plate glass win- 
dows. There were several marine dis- 
asters in each harbor. 

With the passing of the storm ship- 
ping today had again become normal, 
a number of vessels. which had been 
tied up here because of the storm get- 
ting under way. 


FIELD ARTILLERY 
GETS INSTRUCTION 
ON HORSEMANSHIP 


By J. Walter LeCraw. 

El Paso, Texas, October 19.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—The Georgia battalion of field 
artillery yesterday spent practically the 
entire time in riding instruction and in 
working with the two hundred horses 
that have been issued to them. For 
several hours the artillerymen were in- 
structed on the drill ground in the es- 
sentials of good horsemanship, the in- 
struction being conducted by Colonel 
H. G. Bishop, head of the provisional 


regiment, which includes the Georgia 
battalion, and Captain W. F. Morrison, 
inspection instructor, assigned to .the 
Georgia artillery. Both of these are 
field artillery officers of the regular 
United States army, and the Georgia ar- 
tillerymen are fortunate in obtaining 
instruction from them. 

Captain Morrison was one of the as- 
sistant mustering offieers in the mobili- 
zation of the Georgia militia, and came 
from Macon, Ga., to Fort Bliss a few 
days after the Georgia artillery moved 
under directions of the war depart- 
ment to act ag inspector for the artil- 
lery battalion from Georgia. 

Official orders were received t9 
the effect that the entire Georgia mili- 
tia, including the artillery, infantry and 
cavalry, will be assigned to the Tenth 
provisional division, under General Mor- 
ton’s command. This order will not ef- 
fect the plan of having the Georgia bri- 
gade occupy the Massachusetts infan- 
try camp in El Paso, seven miles away 
from the artillery. As a result of this 
order, however, the Georgia infantry, 
cavalry and artillery will be together 
on the cross-country hikes and skir- 
mishes that the border training will 
include.

AN AUTOMOBILE BUILDING. 
The need cf a permanent automobile 
building is another imperative lesson of the 
first Southeastern fair. 

In the storm which swept Atlanta the 
other night, the big tent erected for the 
automobile display at the fair blew down 
and exposed a great deal of valuable prop- 
erty to the play of the elements. 

It was manifestly impossible to erect a 
separate building for the automobile show 
at the first tair. The next best thing was 
done, and a big tent was set up to take 
care of this important feature. It proved 
inadequate to comfortably house the splen- 
did and extensive automobile display, but 
that was just another one of those situa- 
tions which could not be well foreseen. 

The storm was unexpected. It came 
along and blew the housing from the auto- 
mobile show, thus emphasizing the neces- 
sity for further permanent construction an- 
other year. 

Foremost among modern agencies in the 
building of agriculture upon a better busi- 
ness basis and in incréasing the attractive- 
ness of farm life to its residents, is the aus}, 
tomobile. To the progressive farmer it has 
gone out of the luxury class and into that of 
necessity; the farmer of today who expects 
to get anywhere, and to get there quickly, 
must have his car. 

It stands to reason, therefore, that there 
is scarcely a more important or valuable 
display to be made in connection with a 
fair or exposition than that of the latest 
and best types of automobiles. Farmer 
Jones may be momentarily interested in the 
size of the watermelon Farmer Smith has 
grown, or the number of bushels of corn he 
has made to the acre. But what interests 
him most is the new machinery for facili- 
tating farm effort and farm results. Chief 
and foremost ‘among these is the auto- 
mobile. 

The lesson is this: In the budget for 
permanent buildings another year the South- 
eastern Fair association cannot do better 
than to provide substantial housing for the 
annual automobile show. 

It has become one of the foremost 
among drawing attractions of these exhibi- 
tions, and it will continue to become more 
so. It is a drawing card that will increase 
in drawing ability with each twelve months’ 
development. There are farmers today who 
travel hundreds of miles to see the latest 
thing in automobiles; there will be more of 
them with every fair. 

Let’s have an automobile building for the 
Southeastern fair, but let’s not wait until 
next year to begin to get ready for it. It 
should go into the first budget now, and 
when another year rolls round it should be 
a definite, permanent fixture. It is an in- 
vestment which will promptly and abund- 
antly pay the fair association for the outlay.

For several years the third Tuesday of 
each October has been set aside as “Apple 
Day,” and as such it has been nationally 
recognized. , 

It is a worthy institution, this day for 
homage to the king of fruits, and in most 
of the apple culture sections of America it 
has been featured more and more promi- 
nently year by year. The south, however; 
probably because the possibilities here for 
apple growing have been almost completely 
overlooked until quite recently, has been 
negligent in its proper observance of it; 
but this year Atlanta and Georgia fell beau- 
tifully into line in the observance of the 
day— Tuesday. 

The growers, shippers, sellers of apples 
are the prime movers behind the enterprise, 
aiming to formally place Georgia “on the 
map” in the regular observance of “Apple 
Day.” And they have had gratifying co- 
operation on the part of the commercial and 
civic organizations and societies, retail mer- 
chants and restaurateurs—the first two in 
urging co-operation upon the part of their 


membership, the merchants in reducing the | 


prices of apples for that day and in every 


featuring apple dishes upon their menus for 
the day. It all bodes for the good of the 
industry. 

All that was expected of the public, as 
its share in the day’s observance, was for 
every man, woman and child to eat at least 
one apple on .the day—the theory being 
that, as is the case with the Georgia water- 
melon—“the more you eat, the more you'll 
want.” : 

The underlying purpose of the annual 
celebration is to stimulate and increase the 
consumption of apples in America, thus to 
augment the demand and the sales of the 
fruit. Wherever the method has been tried 
it has worked wenders for the community. 
In the pioneer days of apple-growing in 
every proven apple section, the main diffi- 
culty has been to create a local demand for 
the crop. It was so, for instance, in the 
apple districts of the northwest, but after a 
few annual “apple’ days” everybody had ac- 
quired the “apple tooth,” and this fact has 
greatly added to the benefits accruing from 
the exportation of the fruit. 

In those districts the exploiters of the 
fruit started out with the slogan, “An apple 
a day keeps the doctor away.” They ham- 
mered away at it, day in and day out, in 
season and out of season, in the newspapers 
and on their letterheads, on the signboards 
and the sides of old barns, with the result 
that, while literally the axiom may not be 
infallible, to a very great extent it has 
been proven to be, and it would be mighty 
hard now to convince thousands of thitherto 
doubting Thomases that it is not—and the 
apple, in one form or another, now figures 
in each of their three daily meals. 

That Georgia is destined soon to rank 
with the great apple-growing states of the 
Union no one will gainsay. It comes near 
to being entitled to such rank now-—at any 
rate, it is as to quality of fruit produced 
in the northern counties. There are now 
many large producing orchards which are 
yielding handsome returns for their owners, 
and there are other acres in the hundreds 
set to trees, which, in a very few years, will 
be in full bearing. 

In view of all of which, the fact is patent 
that the great problem is going to be to 
create a market for the production. To 
aid in this, and also to educate the people 
generally, not accustomed to eating apples 
as a staple diet, in the value of the fruit, 
its wholesomeness and healthfulness, and 
in the thousand-and-one ways in which it 
may be prepared for the table, is. the pri- 
mary object of “Apple Day.” 

Buy an apple every day for each mem- 
ber of the family. Then buy another, and 
thus help boost a future great industry, and 
aid in the renaissance of rural Georgia.

Raral School Agent Urges 
Building Clayton-Hiawassee- 
Blairsville-Blae Ridge Road 


Editor Constitution: Professor Harry H. 
Stone’s clear and fair presentation in Tues- 
day’s Constitution of the proposed Clayton- 
Hiawassee-Blairsville-Blue Ridge highway’s 
claim for first attention by the Georgia 
Highway commission leaves but little to be 
said. He has made out a strong case and 
presented it well, and the commission will 
do well to consider it carefully. 

While many sections of the state have al- 
ready felt the stimulating effects of good 
roads and responded to them wonderfully, 
this beautiful country “on yon side the Blue 
Ridge mountain range” still awaits easier 
transportation facilities to start the wheels 
of progress moving. 

Natural resources are rich and varied, but 
individual enterprise can not develop them 
under existing conditions of transportation. 
The counties themselves are unable to build 
first-class highways against such unusual 
difficulties, and deserve and should have 
the aid and direction that must come from 
the state and the nation. For the state and 
the nation it will eventually prove a good 
investment, for the potential resources of the 
section once developed, as they will quickly 
be with transportation facilities, will ‘scatter 
its valuable products over the entire country. 

For the past two months I have been con- 
stantly engaged in making a detailed survey 
of the public schools of Union county, 
right in the center of this territory. 
These schools are very primitive and en- 
tirely inadequate to the educational de- 
mands of the children. With all that we 
can do to aid them I am of the opinion that 
any great progress in them, too, will 
await better roads to them. Easier trans- 
portation will make possible more consolida- 
tions, and the general prosperity that always 
follows good roads will enable the communi- 
ties to give them more liberal support. 

Western North Carolina has nothing to 
offer to the summer tourists in climate and 
Scenes Of mountain grandeur superior to 
northeast Georgia, and with accessible roads 
this section would draw the several hundred 
thousand dollars annually paid elsewhere by 
pleasure seekers, and give them full value. 

The people of this section are ready and 
willing to do what they can towards making 
better roads. Only last week the grand jury 
of Union county demanded that all citizens 
be worked the full limit of fifteen days upon 
the public roads. But the obstacles are great 
and unusual, and we believe with Professor 
Stone that ‘the people of middle and south 
Georgia, where the gOing is already good,” 
are generous enough and chivalrous enough 
to be willing for the State Highway commis- 
Sion to begin its great work in Georgia 
upon the construction of a “Clayton*Hiawas- 
see-Blairsville-Blue Ridge highway.”

Nacoochee Mound Discovered 
To Be of More Recent Origin 
Than Georgians Had Thought 


An excavating party under the direction 
of Mr. F. W. Hodge, of the Bureau of Ameri- 
can Ethnology and Mr. George G. Heye, of 
the Museum of the American _In- 
dian, New York, investigated the so- 
called Nacoochee mound in White coun- 
ty, Georgia, during the last summer 
and found it to be of comparatively recent 
origin, having been made by the Cherokee 
Indians and not abandoned by them until 
the nineteenth century. This information 
comes a8 a direct blow to many natives of 
Georgia who have for years cherished the 
belief that this particular mound dated back 
to the days of the Spanish conquest, and 
was connected intimately with the beautiful 
legend inspired by the writings of a wel]- 
known Georgian, whose publications were 
taken too literally. 

Mr. Hodge states that the word “Nacoo- 
chee” is not identifable by the Cherokees 
aS belonging to their language, and that 
by no means does it signify in any Indian 


tongue “the evening _ star,” 

Claimed. Without intending to va sonnet 
tic, the ethnologists feel that the truth 
concerning this long held “mysterious” mound 
should be cleared up, both for the sake of 
American history, and for the purpose of 
differentiating between fact. and fiction. It 
is now Known that there is nothing mysteri- 
ous about it, its history does not cover a 
very long period, and there is no ground

Legend of Visit of DeSoto, 


The legend df Nacoochee, Sautee - 
nah, of Indian “kings” and “manent an 
of the reputed visit of De Soto to this lo- 
cality in the sixteenth century, is purely 
imaginary; it is nowise Indian in character 
or concept, nor is it even based on an 
Indian story, and needless to say, nothing was 
found by the excavators in the mound which, 
by the wildest flight of imagination, could 
give credence to these fairy tales. 

The archeological investigations of the 
Nacoochee mound, which stands on the prop- 
erty of Dr. L. G. Hardman, of Commerce, Ga., 
were undertaken jointly by the Bureau of 
American Ethnology of the Smithsonian insti- 
tution, and the Museum of the American In- 
dian, sometimes called the Heye museum 
of New York. The top of the mound which 
was leveled for cultivation some thirty years 
ago, now forms an irregular circle varying 
in its diameter from 67 feet to 83 feet. From 
the field in which the mound stands to the 
top is just a little over 17 feet, while the cir- 
cumference at the base is 410 feet. It igs 
evident, however, that the size of the mound 
has changed somewhat by cultivation since 
its abandonment by the Cherokees, not only 
as to height but also.in the extent of its 
slopes at the base. 

Following the custom of the Indians of 
the south, the Cherokees built this mound, 


| partly for domicile and partly for cemetery 


purposes, by piling up the rich alluvial 
soil from the adjacent fields. They did not 
rear it all at one time; generation after gen- 
eration is represented by the stratification 
exposed in the excavation, and bodies buried 
at different levels with undisturbed earth 
above them. The presence of fire pits and 
the evidences of fires throughout the varying 
levels, and the finding of some objects pro- 
cured from the white man in the upper part 


.and near the surface on the slopes, but not in 


the lower levels, indicate that the mound was 
built up gradually, and extended well into 
the modern historical period, which fact is 
supported by the statements of oldest inhab- 
itants of the Nacoochee valley. 

Contents of the Graves. 

The graves of seventy-five individuals 
were unearthed at levels varying from near 
the. top to below the original base of the 
mound. Most of the graves were unmarked, 
but in some of them there were stone imple- 
ments, shells or shell ornaments, smoking 
pipes, pottery vessels and similar objects. 
Nearly all the skeleton remains were so great- 
ly decomposed that preservation or measure- 
ment was impossible, but an interesting fact 


‘was established when it was discovered that 


usually the individuals were buried with their 
heads pointed in the direction of the sunrise. 

Near the very base of the mound two 
graves were found to have been encased and 
covered with slabs of stone, and in one of 
them a beautiful effigy vase of painted pot- 
tery, the only piece of painted ware found 
in the mound, was recovered. The type of 
this vessel and the stone graves themselves 
suggest the possible occupancy of the site of 
Indians before the settlement of the Chero- 
kees in this locality. 

The large number of smoking pipes of 
pottery made in many designs and shapes and 
the amount of broken pottery found here 
form the most remarkable features of the 
excavations. But little ornamentation, ex- 
cept in the case of the single painted vessel. 
was noted in the pottery, other than incised 
and impressed designs worked out in the 
moist ware before the firing. 

While the, work of the ethnologists may 
have shattered the fanciful legend in regard 
to this location, it has done more for the 
actual history of this branch of American 
aborigine, in that 4 few more pages of fact 
have been added to fhe great book on the 
American red man w ich is gradually being 
"coo age by the operation of Uncle Sam's

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NOTEWORTHY ADDRESSES DELIVERED ti, 
BY LUCIAN L. KNIGHT AT EVENTS > 
IN MEMORY OF DR. LYMAN LALL

Wallingford, Conn., October 19.—(Special) 
Two noteworthy addresses were delivered 
here today by Lucian L. Knight, compiler of 
historic records of the state of Georgia, in 
connection with two cvents celebrating the 
memory of Dr. Lyman Hall, a Georgia signer 
of the Declaration of Independence, who was 
born at this place. Large audiences heard 
and were delighted with both addresses. 

The occasion of the first address was the 
unveiling of a granite boulder in memory of 
Dr. Hall on the site of his birthplace; that 
of the second, the laying of the cornerstone 
of the Lyman Hall High school. Mr. Knight's 
subjects were “The Puritan in the South,” 
and “Intellectual Patriotism.” 

The speaker dwelt at some length on the 
debt the south owed and acknowledged to 
New England, particularly the debt of Geor- 
&ia to Connecticut, pointing out that the 
latter state had given her southern sister 
Several of her most honored citizens of v- 
Olutionary fame, including Lyman ll, 
Baldwin and Josiah Meigs. He 
said in part: ; 

_ “In a common grave, beside the Savannah 
river, sleep two of the Georgia signers of 
the Declaration of Independence. One a na- 
tive of Connecticut, the other a native of 
Virginia, both signed the immortal scroll of 
freedom for an adopted state. Comrades in 
life! Comrades in death! Comrades in eter- 
nity! Cavalier and Puritan—their ashes 
Mave mingled in a union which time cannot 
dissolve, while above them soars a common 
shaft of granite hewn from the heart of 
Georgia’s hills. Bound together by such a 
tie, ought not Connecticut and Georgia to 
be forever one; and, brushing aside the little 
cobwebs of division which have come be- 
tween them, ought they not to lay bare the 
eternal cables of union which are binding 
them heart to heart and soul to soul forever. 
So long as Hall and Walton shall sleep t@ 
gether in a common grave; so long as these 
twain shall shine together on a deathless 
scroll—be this the pledge of an everlasting 
covenant, not only between Connecticut and 
Georgia, but between Puritan and Cavalier 
all over ‘the land. | 

“This, Mr. Chairman, is my text—this 
the spirit in which I come to you today from 
my distant home in the south. Cavalier 
though [ be, to the manor born, I am not a 
stranger within your gates, but a clansman 
among his kindred. Aye, Sir, Joseph is 
among his brethren—for I, .too, am of lib- 
erty’s chosen seed; Old Glory is my country’s 
flag and all America is my native land. 

Sectionalism Forever Dead. 


“T come to reopen no wounds of strife. 
Over all your arching skies and mine I can 
read that a better day has dawned, that sec- 
tionalism in America is dead forever!” On 
the horizon of my home in Georgia looms 
historic Kennesaw, but its slopes are green, 
its batteries are silent. The city in which I 
live, sir, fell a prey in 1864 to the devouring 
flames; but twenty-five years later it sent 
Grady to New England with this message: 
‘I wish to say to General Sherman that from 
the ashes which he left us in 1864 we have 
built a brave and a  =*beautiful city, that 
somehow we have caught the sunshine into 
the brick and mortar of our homes and have 
sheltered therein not one ignoble prejudice 
or memory.’ Today not a scar survives. If 
north and south were ever divided on the 
field of battle, if Puritan and Cavalier were 
ever at odds in the history of Our govern- 
ment, it was long before my cradle days, 
nor have I inherited from my sire who wore 
the gray one bitter lingering memento of the 
struggle. I rejoice that in the fires of battle 
our differences were fused and that out of 
the crucible of war we have emerged a puri- 
fied nation, to whom the God of humanity 
has entrusted the ark of His covenant with 
man, 

War's Wounds Healed. 


“Time's gentle surgery has healed the 
wounds of war not only on every hill but in 
every heart. The negro problem still awaits 
solution; but the negro race itself is prosper- 
ing. Despite the work of a few mischief- 
makers amongst them, the number of whom 
is a bagatelle when referred to the bulk of 
the population, there is peace today in the 
black man’s home; contentment and thrift 
are there, too, newspapers and books. It is 
no longer a cabin in which he dwells, but a 
cottage, whose curling smoke tells of a 
happy fireside—the citizen’s best anchor and 
the patriot’s holiest. inspiration. 

“Trye to our Anglo-Saxon heritage, ,the 
white race of the south has, since Sherman’s 
march to the sea, not only retrieved the 
disasters of a great war, but made the his- 
tory of our section a -wonder-book of 
achievement, to which we find no counter- 
part in the Arabian Nights. It is not the 
language of a tropical imagination in which 
Il am addressing you. The close of the war 
found the south prostrate. She had lost her 
slave property, worth two billions of dollars. 
She had furnished nine-tenths of the battle- 
fields of the war. Our whole section was har- 
rowed by the burning plow-shares of battle, 
and there was still to be endured what to 
Anglo-Saxons was a Reign of Terror. To- 
day, in spite of the enormities of reconstruc- 
tion, ours is the garden-spot of the republic. 
We have not only paid our own war debt, 
but our part of the debt contracted to sub- 
due us. 

“Cotton at 18 cents a pound is galvaniz- 
ing every nerve and sinew of business. One 
of our financiers last year, out of his own 
private funds, took over the maturing bonds 
of the state of Georgia, the aggregate value 
of which was $3,500,000, in addition to which 
he gave a million to one of our great uni- 
versities (Asa G. Candler). In the felicitous 
phrase of Senator Vance, ‘we have renewed 
our youth at the fountains of industry and 
found the hills of gold in the energies of an 
imperishable race.’ With the implements of 
peace we are fast retrieving the disasters of 
the sword. On a hundred fields of high en- 
deavor, the spirit of the new south is at 
work—brave, resolute, undaunted—reversing 
the decree of battle and writing a brave 
though bloodless sequel to the Appomattox 
of the old. In all the land from which I 
come, Mr. Chairman, there is but one senti- 
ment: nor can I better phrase it than in our 
own gifted Stanton’s limpid lines: 

‘She’s up there, Old Glory. No tyrant-dealt 
scars, 
No blur on her brightness, no stain on her 
stars;

“In my college town of Athens we boast 
an institution which we fondly style the 
oldest state college in America. It well de- 
serves this designation. 1 am speaking, sir, 
of our state university, founded amid the 
smoke of the revolution. It was then known 
as Franklin college, named for your great 
New England statesman and _ philosopher. 
Its inception came from none other than 
Lyman Hall, who, when governor. of the 
state, in 1783, recommended its establish- 
ment. Georgia’s state university, therefore, 
is itself a monument to this illustrious son 


of Wallingford. 

. “But 9 count is not exhausted. The 
original charter of Franklin college was 
drawn by a native of Connecticut, Abraham 
Baldwin, then a member of the state legis- 
lature, afterwards an Americen senator. Its 
first president was a native of Connecticut, 
Josiah Meigs. Its greatest individual bene- 
factor, Joseph E. Brown, our war governor, 
was a law student at Yale. wvver one of its 
main branches, the Georgia School of Tech- 


‘nology, there satas president a man who, by 


a singular coineidence, bore the name of him 
whom we today honor, I.yman Hall. 

“Beloved of Georgians is your illustrious 
fellow-citizen, William* Howard Taft. Wal- 
lingford gave us Lyman Hal). Windsor was 
the ancestral home of our Hillyers. Bran- 
ford was the pioneer seat of our Goulds. 
From the town of Waterbury came Stephen 
Upson, to find not only a grave in Georgia's 
bosom, but an everlasting memorial upon 
her map.” 

The Midway Settlement. 

Mr. Knight described the early years of Dr. 
Hall, following that patriot’s course from 
his native Connecticut through South Caro- 
lina to the historic Puritan Midway settle- 
ment in Liberty county, Georgia. He told 
how this famous band of Puritans had given 
to Georgia and the south sons who had dis- 
tinguished their state and section in the pul- 
pit, in the senate and forum, on the bench 
and on the battlefield. To it he traced the 
names of no less than seven Georgia counties 
—Liberty, Screven, Hall, Gwinnett, Baker, 
stewart and Bacon. This little Puritan set- 
tlement and the church at which it wor- 


shipped—first Congregationalist, then Pres- |

byterian in discipline, but New England in 
blood and strength of religious conviction 
—-was the very cradle of Georgia liberty. 
Dr. Hall went to Philadelphia, first as the

“Intellectual Patriotism.” 

More contemporaneous in subject-matter 
and not less interesting and instructive as 
to style of treatment ‘was the speech which 
Mr. Knight delivered at the cornerstone lay- 
ing of the Lyman Hall High school, a mag-

The speaker dwelt upon the tremendous 
impression made by the Calvinistie fathers of 
New England upon the educational institu- 
tions of the infant commonwealths of 
lonial days, an impression which 
tained its mould even into our own times -:

“Georgia, with an area of 59.000 ‘@ 
miles, is the largest state east of the Mae 
Sissippi river. It was the youngest of the 
colgnies, but the first to establish an asylum 
for orphans (Whitfield’s Orphan house at 
Bethesda). It was not a colony of jailbirds 
but a colony of choice spirits, sifted from 
the debtor-prisons of London. ; 

“Strange as it may sound to New Eng- 
land's ear, Georgia was the only one of the 
original thirteen colonies from which slav- 
ery was excluded by statute, and from which 
rum was likewise debarred—precautions 
deemed most salutary in giving debtors a new 
start, but abrogated at length to put Geor- 
gif on an equal footing with the other 
colonies. 

“At Bloody Marsh, on St. Simon’s Island 
was fought a battle in 1742, the effect of 
which, according to Thomas Carlyle, was feit 
upon all civilization. Says he: ‘Half of 
the world was hidden in embryo under this 
battle;’ and he further adds: ‘The yankee 
nation itself was involved, the greatest phe- 
nomenon of these ages.’ It was the work 
of a mere handful of men under Oglethorpe 
but it checked the tide of Latin invasion 
annihilated a powerful fleet of Spain, and 
confirmed America to the Anglo-Saxon.- 

“As Savannah, the Wesleys rocked the cra- 
dle of infant Methodism; and, fifty years in 
advance of Robert Raikes, organized the 
world’s first Sunday school, 

“Our seat of learning at Athens is the 
oldest state university in America. We 
claim for Wesleyan Female college at Macon 
that it was the first institution in the world 
to confer a college degree upon a woman: and 
despite the rival claims of Jackson, of Well« 
and of Morton, we credit to Dr. Crawford 
W. Long, of Georgia, the discovery of anes- 
thesia (1842). 

“The first vessel propelled by steam to 
cross the Atlantic ocean sailed from the 
port of Savannah in 1819; but,at least a gen- 
eration earlier, crude experiments in steam 
navigation were made on the Savannah river 
in 1788, in which year the first patent ever 
issued for a steamboat was issued to Long- 
street and Briggs by the state of Georgia 
one year before her ratification of the fed. 
eral constitution. 


Lessons of Hall's Life. 


“What, sir, are the lessons of Lyman 
Hall’s life, to be remembered by the youth 
of Wallingford, to be pondered by his coun- 
trymen of both sections for all time to come? 
First, his courage. Without fear of conse- 
quences, he dared single-handed to repre- 
sent a lone parish in the Continental con- 

ress, and later to sign the great charter of 
reedom. But, while he feared not man, he 
feared God; and, while he loved not the mam- 
mon of unrighteousness, he loved the courts 
of liberty, and is today numbered among 
liberty’s immortals. He cherished no bit- 
terness; for like Ben Adhem, whose name led 
all the rest, he loved his fellowman. Rising 
up from the ground about us, there come to 
us today a voice, clothed in the gentle ac- 
cents of the seer of Patmos, and it says to 
us: ‘My countrymen, north and south, love 
one another—even as in the old days, be ye 
one.’ 

“Away with sectional estrangement. Down 
with the usurping Richard. Let us dethrone 
the old Plantagenet. Here, on this spot, 
where the cradle of Lyman Hall was rocked, 
let us rededicate ourselves to patriotism; 
let us hand in hand march down the future, 
our glories interlocked like the roses of 
England. Forgetting the issues which divide 
us in this presidential year, let us here and 
now, in a patriotic love-feast, proclaim the 
essential unity of the American people; let 
us clasp hands across the bloody chasm; let 
us bury in the grave of oblivion every dar- 
ling trophy which perpetuates estrangement; 
let us blast with the fires of Etna every 
prejudice which brethren cannot harbor; and 
let us water with the dews of Zion every 
sentiment of patriotism which will make us 
love each other more and more, and our coun- 
try best of all.”

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GERMAN SUBMARINES 
TOWAR OFF U.S. COAST 


Se Declares Volks Zeitung of 
‘Cologne—Sharper Cam- 
paign Predicted. 


Amsterdam, October 19.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—The Volks Zeitung, of Cologne, 
Says: , 

“German submarines will operate in 
the future in the western Atlantic. 
They will visit the well-known ship- 
ping routes around the eastern point 
of Nantucket island and will sink Brit- 
ish merchantmen after giving the crews 
Opportunity to save themselves.” 

The newspaper believes this activify 
will influence the supplying of food, 
especially grain, bacon and lard, to 
England. 

May Sharpen Campaign. 

Berlin, . Tuesday, October 17.—(Via 
London, October 19, Delayed.)—The 
Kriegs Zeitung, the evening edition of 
The Lokal Anzeiger, publishes a report 
that the British have ordered the arm- 
ing of all merchantmen and says that 
as 1 result Germany may be forced to 
take up a sharper submarine campaign, 
with gubsequent endangerment of Ger- 
inan-American relations. It continues: 

“If it is true that England actually 
intends to arm all its merchantmen with 
heavy and therefore far-carrying #£uns 
and thus label them plainly as war- 
ships intended for attack, it cannot be 
avoided that, whether we wish to or 
not, we must give a sharper tendency 
to our submarine campaign. k 

“We wonder whether it is not Iing- 

land’s precise intention.” The Kriegs 
Zeitung continues, “to bring us into dit- 
ficulties with other powers, particularly 
America, by its new measures. Ameri- 
ca’s answer regarding the admissibil- 
ity of submarines to neutral harbors 
und waters was, of course, to be ex- 
pected. America, which in the future 
intends to give wide play to the subma- 
rine in its own navy, could not possi- 
bly tie its hands by establishing im- 
yortant precedents. 
. “Whether the United States, with its 
conception of submarine warfare would 
adopt any other conception and in case 
of intensification of our naval warfare 
with England, would relax its principles, 
is an open question. It is probable, 
however, that if we desire to adapt 
our method of -warfare to the situation 
created by the army of British mer- 
chantmen we shall have to go over care- 
fully with the government of the Unit- 
ed States all the possibilities of the 
newly created situation. For ‘we may 
accept this much as now certain: Aside 
from a few jingoes and shouters who 
would involve America in the war at 
any price, the American people would 
dislike most greatly to have the subma- 
rine question lead to a new dispute be- 
tween Germany and America.

Warden Zerbst Shows Reduc- 
tion of $37.67 in Per 
Capita Cost. 


One of the most interesting. institu- 
tional summaries issued by the g@v- 
ernment is the annual report of the 
federal prison of Atlanta, which has 
just been printed and is now in the 
mails en route to the president. 

Through a system of economics and 
conservation of waste products, as well 
as efficiency innovations inaugurated 
under the regime of Warden Fred G. 
Zerbst, whose administration has been 
distinguished by a distinctive policy of 
prison uplift, the per capita cost of 
maintenance was reduced $37.67 in 1915. 

More than a quarter-million dollars 
is the cost of the yearly prison exper- 
ditures. In 1915 the per capita cost 
was $245.60, while this year it has been 
reduced to $207 annually. On 1,100 
prisoners this is a saving of $30,700 an- 
nually. The yearly expenditure reaches 
a total of $266,000 and more. 


Library Books in Demand. 


Another important angle to Zerbst’s 
report is the notes on educational ac- 
complishments of the past year. There 
were 55,251 books issued on regular 
exchange requests to the library, and, 
according to the warden’s remarks, 
shows conclusively what a work of ed- 


ucation a good library will attain in an 
institution of this kind.

New York, October 19.—The cotton 
market was very nervous and unset- 
tled today. Reactionary sentiment 
| which had developed after the rec- 
| ord-breaking advance of yesterday 
morning was modified to some extent 
by unfavorable weather conditions, but 
every bulge seemed to meet increased 
offerings and after selling at 18.57 
during the morning, January broke to 
18.22, closing at 18.26. The general 
list closed steady at a net decline of 
24 to 29 points. 

The market opened steady at a de- 
cline of 2 to 21 points under over- 
night selling orders and in response 
to relatively easy cables. There seem- 
ed to be a very good demand around 
18.30 for January or about 48 point’ 
under the high record of yesterday 
morning and prices steadied up during 
the forenoon. Fresh buying through 
commission houses was a factor, while 
it seemed that some of yesterday’s 
sellers for profits were replacing their 
cotton, and there may also have been 


some trade buying of near months. 
December rallied trom 18.37 to 18.63 
and March from 18.38 to 18.67, with 
active month's selling 3 to 6 points net 
higher. Apprehensions that killing tem- 
peratures would follow the heavy rains 
reported in the belt as a resuit of the 
gulf disturbance which passed into the 
interior yesterday, undoubtedly encour- 
aged this advance, and there was 
also buying on an idea that the south 
had ‘sold a sufficient proportion of its 
crop to hold the remainder for higher 
prices, 

Offerings increased above the 18%c 
level for January, however, and the 
market was unsettled in the late trad- 
ing. Selling for a reaction seemed to 
gain confidence owing to the failure 
of demand to broaden more rapidly on 
the forenoon rally, while there ap- 
peared to be apprehensions of renewed 
submarine activity, and some south- 
western selling here was accompanied 
by rumors that the demand from do- 
mestic spinners had fallen off.
